Sir,—Your article anent the Races, afew 
evenings ago, seems to have awakened the 
apprehension of some of our racing men as 
to the right of ‘the Governor to interfere 
with tho customary sweeps held at sundry 
places around the Colony, and also.as to his 
inclination and intentions in the matter. 

*€Qld Sportsman;” I:see, claims that 
he (the Governor) hha the right, and that 
according to law it, is his duty to'stop all 
such gambling where any money is put up 
before the races.. - : 

If “Old Sportsman” is correct in this 
matter, there may well be some consternation 
in racing circles ; for, where do not buyers 
give some security heforo the races?” In 
almost all places where sweeps are held, the 
money must be‘ paid down almost imme- 
diately after the svfoops 3 and-even in the 
leading Clubs, Iam told, compradore’s or- 
ders for purchases, dated ‘the'ist of March, 
are required or the bids are’cancelled. 

I am inclined to 
that this is.a curious law, and rather-snore 
likely to encourage reckless gambling than 
|. to restrain it, for there may’ be no bounds 
tothe gambler’s propensity for play if it can 
be. done on trust, whereas the money-up 


ed in such matters here, 
in tho theory that ‘‘you may bet, but you 
can put up no money before the event,” is 
about the greatest piece of fraud in the 
whole affair. the Governor will only 
enforce this doctrine I will take a hack atit 
myself. ‘If I lose ‘‘nobody chn force me.”
